A C C E P T , Sir, the refpc&ful acknow­ 
ledgments of the Senate of the United States 
for your Speech delivered to both Monies 
of Congrefs, at the opening of the prclent 
feflion. 
While we devoutly join you in offering 
our thanks to Almighty G od for the return 
ot health to our cities, and for the general 
profperity of the country; we cannot refrain 
from lamenting that the arts and calumnies 
of factious, deigning men, have excited 
open rebellion a fecond time in Fennfylva- 
nia ; and thereby Compelled the employment 
of a military force, to aid the civil authority, 
in the execution of the laws, 
W e rejoice 
that your vigilance, energy and well-timed 
exertions, have crulhed lo oaring an oppofi- 
tion, and prevented the fpreading of fuch 
treasonable combinations. 
'Fhe prompti­
